Petite Georgia Gibbs, star of radio, 
TV and Mercury Records, began her 
musical career as a 18-year-old local 
radio performer in her hometown of 
Worcester, Massachusetts, A couple of 
years later, while still in Commerce 
High School, she began singing with 
bands, working the Plymouth Theater 
in Boston during the day and doing 
night jobs at the theatrical clubs. 

It was on one of these Boston ap- 
pearances that Eddy De Lange of the 
Hudson-De Lange band caught her act 
and signed her with that organization. 
That was the beginning. She went on 
toux with the outfit shortly after sign- 
ing and gradually began to move into 
the limelight. 

When a group of radio executives 
heard Georgia vocalizing, they prompt- 
ly gave her a spot on the Herb Shrin- 
er show. Later on, she made an ap- 
pearance on the Jimmie Durante pro- 
gyam, which was followed by a great 
many guest shots on various network 
broadcasts.

Born in Milwaukee, Wisconsin, on 
March 27, 1923, Tom served three

as an auto mechanic during World War — 


Il, He then spent two years overseas, 
seeing action in North Africa, Sicily, 
England, France, Belgium and 
Germany. During this time, he was 
attached to an anti-tank gun unit. 


Edwards began his deejay career in 
1945 at station KICD in Spencer, Iowa. 
Three years later he moved to WOKY 
in Milwaukee, remaining there for a 
year and a half before coming to 
WERE.

Out in the Midwest, folks tuning 
in to WJLB, “Detroit’s Home Station,” 
are treated to an interesting combina- 
tion of the nation’s top recordings and 
personal interviews with the stars who 
make these tunes famous. All this takes 
place on the “i400 Club,” a 2-hour 
floor show aired from midnight to 
2:00 A.M., five mornings a week. 

The man behind this program is 
friendly Ed Sawtell, one of those d.j.’s 
who was bitten by the “radio bug” 
early in life and just couldn’t stay 
away. After going into, out of, and 
back into radio — all within two years 
— Ed finally caught on full-time in 
August of 1951. In ’52, he donned top 
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ED SAWTELL 


hat and tails to become emcee of the 
“1400 Club,” which is now followed by 
his “Milkman’s Matinee” from 3:00 to 
4:45 A.M. 


As for the “Club’s” policy in regards 
to music, Ed picks and plays the tunes 
most requested by his listeners — with 
some concession to his own personal 
taste. A typical night’s selection might 
include waxings by Stan Kenton, Louis 
Armstrong, Woody Herman, Jeri 
Southern, Nat “King” Cole and many 
other top favorites. Ed strives for 
variety on the show, but makes every 
effort to “serve musical cocktails with 
lots of punch,” as he terms it. 


A great deal has happened since Ed 
opened the “1400 Club” a year ago 
July. A good many fine records have 
been spun, while outstanding celebrities 
from the entertainment world have 
come to visit and chat awhile, Among 
those who have appeared on the pro- 
gram are Don Cornell, June. Valli, 
Jackie Gleason, Jeri Southern, Gene 
Krupa, Georgia Carr, Ray Anthony and 
Arthur Prysock. The wonderful recep- 
tion given the “1400 Club” since its 
inception seems to indicate that the 
listeners are greatly enjoying the kind 
_ of music and interviews dished out by 
Me friendly d.j., Ed Sawtell. 
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Denver’s first and foremost radio 
son, Ray Perkins, is an Easterner by 
birth but a Westerner by choice, 
Although a carefree and easy-going 
type of person, Ray attained the rank 


“of Colonel in the Army, where dis- 


cipline is the keynote. Ray has the 
unusual ability of appealing to both 
young and old alike, and you'll find 
grandma seated alongside junior when 
his daily show comes on the air over 
KFEL, Denver. 

This Perkins guy has really been 
around. From 1922 to 1930 he wrote 
songs in Hollywood. Later he returned 
to New York to emcee big network 
programs for NBC, including the Rudy

Vallee show. In addition, he wrote sev- 
eral tunes, the most famous ones being 
“Under A Texas Moon,” “Byelo” and 
“Down The Old Church Aisle,” which 
‘Ted Lewis featured for many years. 

We all doff our hats to Ray Perkins, 
who not only did his bit in the First 
World War, but saw service in North 
Africa, Italy, France and Germany 
during World War II. To Ray also 
goes credit for staging the first re- 
cruiting broadcast in New York. 

At the end of the war, he accepted 
an offer from KFEL to do record 
shows. When he launched his one- 
hour matinee, the term disc jockey was 
virtually unknown in the Rocky Moun- 
tains, 

Besides twirling platters, Ray in- 
jects his piano into the proceedings — 
much to the amazement and delight of 
his ever-expanding audience. Don’t let 
his piano shenanigans mislead you, 
though; for, he is an accomplished 
musician and has been featured soloist 
with the Denver Symphony Orchestra. 

Ray Perkins’ popularity has grown 
at such a fast clip that his regular two- 
hour show had to be expanded to three 
hours to satisfy sponsors as well as 
listeners, who were clamoring for more. 
And since February;; he. has: had his 
own television program. over KFEL-TV, 
Channel 2, in Denver.

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Here are three young men who are 
nearing the top in the field of musical 
entertainment.

Ken Remo first began to attract 
attention a: few months ago with his 
unique version of a romantic ballad 
called “Mexico.” This exciting disc won 
instantaneous acclaim for the curly- 
haired guy with the wide grin, carry- 
ing his name clear across the nation. 
Ken tells us that he picked up the song 
in France, where he’d been working for 
the past few years. Thus, we have a 
French song written about Mexico and 
sung by a boy of Italian descent. 


The talented youngster now’ has a 
brand new MGM coupling out that 
shows signs of attaining some of the 
greatness of “Mexico.” Both tunes, 
“Ufemia” (another Latin-American 
number) and “You, You, You,” should 
contribute further to the growing 
reputation of Mr. Ken Remo, 

Twenty-eight-year-old Sandy Solo 
is a great kid with a great story. The 
fact that he lost both arms during 
World War JJ and had his career as a 
commercial artist and sculptor termi- 
nated did not seem to dampen his 
spirits in the least. He simply decided 
to become a singer instead of an artist 
and: made a remarkably successful ad- 
justment. 

In 1944, Sandy was the flight engi- 
neer on the B-24 “Pacific Tramp,” 
serving with the 138th Air Force on 
Palawan near the. Philippines. During 
a raid, his plane was hit; two of the 
crew were killed, and Sandy was 
severely injured. After his arms were 
amputated, tortured thoughts raced 
through his mind — thoughts of going 
through life without arms. 


Then, back in the MecCornack Gen- 
eral Hospital in Pasadena, Calif., Sandy 
began to think seriously of a singing 
career. He answered a eall for enter- 
tainers among the patients and went 
from ward to ward performing with a

small musical group, Singing at one 
of the hospital shows paved the way 
for a spot over KXLA in Pasadena; 
then Meredith Willson signed him to a 
13-week contract as featured vocalist 
on the Canada Dry Show. 


At the culmination of the contract, 
Sandy came East and proceeded to win 
first prize on the Arthur Godfrey 
Talent Scout Show. This was followed 
by a radio program of his own over 
WMGM, New York, and numerous tele- 
vision appearances. In June of 1952, 
Sandy signed with the Barry label, 
for whom he cut four sides, “I’m 
Through With Love,” “La _ Rosita,” 
“Close Your Dreamy Eyes” and “I 
D’Wanna Hear Sweet Music.” 


Now recording for Derby Records, 
Sandy Solo continues on the road to 
fame with his latest pairing of “Same 
Old Moon” and “Dream A Little Dream 
Of Me.” 


Until a comparatively short time ago, 
singing was almost a side-line to 
Tommy Edwards. Although he once 
had a regular 15-minute radio show 
on a Virginia station and has appeared 
throughout Eastern and Midwestern 
night clubs and cocktail lounges, most 
of his time and energy was spent in 
writing and selling songs. 


One day Tommy decided to save him- 
self a little money on future tunes by 
singing for the demonstration platters 
himself instead of cutting the “dubs” 
with other artists. The first trial for 
the plan was on an item called “All 
Over. Again,” which he recorded and 
presented to MGM (which happened to 
be his first stop). 

That was all Tommy needed! As soon 
as A&R man Dick Lyons heard the disc, 
he arranged for an exclusive record- 
ing contract, and Tommy was on his 
way, His first coupling, “Once There 
Was A Fool,” backed with “A Friend 
Of Johnny’s,” became one of _ the 
biggest hits of 1951. More recently 
Tommy has waxed “A Fool Such As I” 
and “Take These Chains From My 
Heart,” backed with “Paging Mr. 
Jackson.”
